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SPECIAL  MEETING. 


Philadelphia,  Dec.  13,  1865. 

Pursuant  to  a  call  of  the  Committee  of  twenty-five  Stockhold¬ 
ers,  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  a  Special  Meeting  of 
the  Company  was  held  at  the  Library  Room,  Dec.  12th,  1865, 
at  8  o’clock,  P.  M. 

Mr.  G.  Morgan  Eldridge  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  Mr. 
Geo.  Corliss  appointed  Secretary,  pro  tem. 

The  following  resolutions  were  presented  for  consideration  : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  time  will  speed¬ 
ily  come  when  the  present  Library  building  will  be  insufficient 
for  the  rapidly  accumulating  stock  of  books ;  and  the  inadequacy 
of  the  present  building  for  the  proper  accommodation  of  the 
stockholders  and  subscribers  of  the  Library,  and  its  insecurity ; 
— it  is  expedient,  desirable,  and  necessary  that  a  new,  larger, 
and  more  commodious  building  should  be  erected  for  the  use  of 
the  Company. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  new  building  should  be  located  in  some 
central  position,  easily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  this  Committee  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
§200,000  be  raised,  by  the  sale  of  20,000  shares  of  stock,  at  §10 
per  share,  thereby  extending  the  usefulness  and  increasing  the 
income  of  the  Library  ;  said  stock  not  to  be  taxed  with  the 
annual  dues  until  the  holder  thereof  may  commence  to  use  the 
Library ;  or  at  the  option  of  the  subscriber  to  take  said  stock 
with  no  dues  chargeable  thereon  for  one  year  after  subscribing 
therefor. 

The  first  two  of  these  resolutions  were  adopted  without  change. 

The  third  was  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Resolved ,  That  this  Committee  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
§200,000  be  raised  by  donations  and  by  the  sale  of  stock,  and 
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the  issue  of  scrip  convertible  into  stock,  at  $10  per  share ; 
thereby  extending  the  usefulness  and  increasing  the  income  of 
the  Library :  said  scrip  not  to  be  taxed  with  the  annual  dues 
until  the  holders  convert  it  into  stock. 

The  third  resolution,  as  amended,  was  then  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  resolutions  as  adopted  were  ordered  to  be 
published. 

After  some  informal  suggestions  from  members,  the  meeting 
adjourned.

ANNUAL  MEETING. 


Philadelphia,  Jan.  16,  1866. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  Mercantile 
Library  Company  was  held  this  evening,  at  7J  o’clock.  Mr. 
Samuel  C.  Morton  was  called  to  the  Chair. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  and  of  the  Special 
Meeting  held  Dec.  12,  1865,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  read,  and, 
on  motion,  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  the  present  Board  to 
be  printed. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read  and  accepted. 

The  fifth  Section  of  Art.  I.  of  the  By-Laws, was  amended  to 
read  as  follows ; 

“  Sec.  5.  If  the  annual  tax  on  any  share  of  stock  shall  not  be 
paid  before  July  1st  of  the  current  year,  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents  shall  be  imposed ;  if  not  paid  before  October  1st,  a  fine  of 
fifty  cents  shall  be  imposed ;  and  if  not  paid  before  January  1st 
of  the  succeeding  year,  a  fine  of  seventy-five  cents  shall  be  im¬ 
posed  ;  and  if  not  paid  within  two  years,  said  share  shall  be 
liable  to  forfeiture :  but  the  forfeiture  shall  be  no  bar  to  the  re¬ 
covery,  by  law  or  otherwise,  of  the  arrearages  due  thereon.”

Auditing  Committee. 
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During  the  year  1865,  the  Library  fully  sustained  its  character 
as  an  institution  eminently  progressive  in  popularity  and  useful¬ 
ness. 

MEMBERS. 

There  were  six  new  life-memberships  and  91  shares  of  stock 
sold,  and  our  receipts  from  subscribers  were  increased  about  fifty 
per  cent.,  although  2456  shares  of  stock  had  been  given  away 
by  duplication  during  the  year  1864.  At  the  end  of  the  past 
year,  the  number  of  persons  entitled  to  use  the  library  on  shares 
of  stock  were  5718  ;  on  subscriptions  415  ;  total  6128. 

PAYMENT  OF  DUES. 

Many  of  the  stockholders  are  accustomed  to  leave  the  annual 
tax  unpaid  until  the  year  is  far  advanced.  Doubtless  they  would 
be  more  prompt  if  they  reflected  that  their  procrastination  de¬ 
prives  the  company  of  considerable  interest  on  its  receipts,  and 
entails  collection  expenses  that  might  otherwise  be  avoided. 

BOOKS. 

Our  collection  of  books  now  comprises  over  88,000  volumes. 
Of  these,  7505  were  added  during  the  year  —  68  by  donation  ; 
165  by  binding  periodicals;  and  7272  by 'direct  purchases,  as 
detailed  in  the  following  table  :

Our  importations 

were  valuable  standard  works, 

adding  greatly 

to  the  permanent  literary  merits  of  the  library.  They  were  fre¬ 
quent,  though  not  so  extensive  as  we  could  desire,  owing  to  the 
high  rates  of  exchange,  and  the  drain  on  our  funds  occasioned 
by  the  purchase  of  Leypoldt’s  French  Library,  and  the  erection 
of  the  gallery  in  the  third  story.

It  is  an  important  consideration,  for  business  men,  that,  for 
§3.00  a  year,  they  can  here  have  convenient  access  to  a  larger 
and  more  thoroughly  representative  collection  of  newspapers, 
than  is  elsewhere  offered  in  this  city  for  $10.00.  Besides  that, 
they  can  use,  without  additional  charge,  our  twelve  chess  tables, 
our  numerous  magazines  of  all  classes,  and  the  thirty  eight  thou¬ 
sand  hooks  upon  our  shelves. 

CHESS. 

To  accomodate  an  increasing  demand,  three  new  tables  of  im¬ 
proved  construction  were  added  to  the  nine  already  in  the  chess 
department,  which  continues  to  form  an  attractive  feature  of  the 
library.  Further  improvements  in  this  department  have  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  board. 

NEW  CATALOGUE. 

A  new  catalogue  of  our  hooks  is  preparing,  and  will  probably 
be  completed  early  in  the  present  year.  Its  plan  has  been 
adopted  with  especial  reference  to  the  convenience  of  readers, 
and  great  care  is  exercised  by  the  Libtarian  in  securing  accuracy 
and  fulness  in  its  execution.  In  connection  with  the  preparation 
of  the  catalogue,  a  thorough  re-arrangement  of  the  books  them¬ 
selves  is  in  progress,  it  having  become  evident  that  the  use  of  the 
library  would  be  much  facilitated  by  the  formation  of  some  new 
classes,  the  breaking  up  of  some  old  ones,  and  the  revision  of  all. 

The  Number  of  Volumes  Loaned  during  the  year  is  169,211, 
being  an  increase  of  7771  over  the  number  loaned  during  the 
preceding  year. 

EMPLOYES. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  ordinary  work  of  the  library  (ex¬ 
cluding  the  janitor's)  was  regularly  employing  eight  persons, 
three  males  and  five  females.  But  this  force,  though  working 
faithfully,  was  often  found  insufficient  for  the  classifying,  stamp¬ 
ing,  labeling,  cataloguing,  registering,  general  book-keeping,  and 
all  the  other  legitimate  labor  required  to  satisfy  a  membership 
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of  over  6000.  It  is  very  desirable  to  avoid  any  needless  increase 
of  this  labor.  Hence  the  Directors  deem  it  incumbent  upon  them 
once  more  to  deprecate  certain  careless  practices  of  some  of  our 
members.  In  a  well  ordered  private  library,  if  we  take  down  a 
book  to  read  for  a  short  time,  we  generally  return  it  to  its  place 
at  last,  lest  some  other  member  of  the  household  should  after¬ 
wards  be  incommoded  in  looking  for  it.  Much  more  should  we 
do  so  here,  where  the  reading  members  of  the  household  number 
over  6000,  and  the  crowded  state  of  the  rooms  generally  renders 
it  almost  impossible  to  find  anything  that  is  mislaid.  But  many 
of  our  members  seem  to  neglect  entirely  this  simple,  easy,  and 
really  pleasant  consideration  of  the  rights  of  others  ;  for  it  often 
happens  that  we  search  in  vain  for  a  book  that  is  lying  useless 
at  the  bottom  of  a  promiscuous  heap,  on  a  table  closed  in  by  busy 
readers.  Of  course  one  of  the  librarians  will  discover  it,  and  re¬ 
turn  it  to  its  place,  while  setting  things  to  rights  ;  but  by  that 
time,  even  though  it  should  come  quickly,  we  may  have  given  up 
in  despair.  Much  of  this  annoyance  might  easily  be  avoided  by 
a  little  attention  on  the  part  of  each  reader  to  properly  replacing 
the  books  he  takes  down  for  temporary  use.  A  similar  easy 
remedy  would  doubtless  be  very  effective  in  the  case  of  those 
popular  periodicals,  which,  from  careless  handling,  soon  become  a 
discredit  to  the  library. 

ORDER. 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  our  members  caused  fre¬ 
quent  inattention  to  the  regulations  necessary  to  make  the  library 
a  fit  place  for  study.  To  direct  the*  attention  of  those  who  fre¬ 
quent  our  rooms  to  these  rules,  as  well  as  to  prevent  unauthorized 
use  of  the  library,  it  was  deemed  advisable,  early  in  the  year,  to 
engage  an  additional  male  assistant  for  special  supervisory  duties. 
It  is  believed  that  a  marked  improvement  has  been  effected  by 
this  action. 

FRENCH  LIBRARY. 

By  the  purchase  of  Mr.  F.  Leypoldt’s  valuable  French  Library, 
an  important  deficiency  has  been  supplied.  Before  this  purchase 
was  made,  our  collection  of  French  books  was  very  meagre,  and 
almost  entirely  devoid  of  the  popular  works  of  great  modern 
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authors ;  but  now  it  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  country,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  has  no  equal  among  the  public  libraries  of  this  city. 

Our  register  of  books  loaned  already  furnishes  conclusive  proof 
that  this  improvement  was  greatly  needed.  It  should  be  followed 
up — great  care  being  exercised  in  future  selections,  as  it  has 
been  in  the  past.

NEW  BUILDING. 

Our  rooms  at  present  afford  lamentably  inadequate  accommo¬ 
dations  for  our  membership.  Generally  their  crowded  state 
annoys  readers,  who  are  frequently  unable  even  to  obtain  seats. 
Our  stock  of  books  must  continually  increase,  to  keep  pace  with 
an  increasing  demand.  During  the  past  year  shelves  were  put 
up  in  hitherto  unoccupied  places,  and  a  gallery  erected  in  the 
newspaper  room  at  an  expense  of  §1200. 

This,  however,  affords  but  a  temporary  relief.  In  a  year  or 
two  more  space  will  be  requisite,  and  additional  expense  and  in¬ 
convenience  will  be  the  result.  Such  provisional  outlays  can 
only  be  avoided  by  an  active  interest  on  the  part  of  our  members 
in  the  raising  of  funds  for  a  new  building.  Every  member  can 
do  something  towards  this  end ;  and  the  increased  advantages 
furnished  would  far  more  than  repay  the  expenditure.  We  re¬ 
joice  in  the  friendly  and  liberal  spirit  manifested  by  our  wealthy 
citizens  towards  the  Library,  and  feel  that  we  will  not  appeal  to 
them  in  vain  in  behalf  of  an  undertaking  which  will  be  so  useful 
and  so  creditable  to  Philadelphians. 

Those  who  are  interested  in  this  matter  should  read  the  report 
of  the  Committee  of  twenty-five  Stockholders,  appointed  at  the 
last  Annual  Meeting. 

EXPENSES. 

Notwithstanding  the  increased  expenditure  of  the  Institution, 
consequent  upon  its  enlarged  operations  and  th£  enhancement 
of  prices,  a  greater  proportion  of  the  income  was  devoted  to  the 
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purchase  of  books  than  in  any  previous  year,  except  one,  since 
1854  ;  and  the  proportion  consumed  in  working  expenses  was  less 
than  in  any  year  except  one  during  the  same  period.  This  is 
fully  shown  in  the  following  table :

A  LEGACY. 

Another  public  spirited  citizen  has  given  substantial  proof  of 
a  belief  in  the  usefulness  of  our  Library.  In  October  last,  the 
Board  was  gratified  by  the  receipt  of  the  following  communication :

“  Gentlemen, — 

44  Enclosed  please  find  extract  from  the  last  Will  and  Testa¬ 
ment  of  Algernon  S.  Roberts,  deceased  : 

44  4  Item :  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  the  Mercantile  Library 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for 
five  successive  years,  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  use  of  the  members  of  that  excellent  Institution ;  and  it  is 
my  wish  that  the  books  thus  purchased  should  be  chiefly  treatises 
on  useful  and  industrial  arts  and  sciences. 

44  4  The  first  payment  to  be  made  at  the  expiration  of  one  year 
after  my  decease.’ 

44  It  will  afford  me  great  pleasure  to  comply  with  the  above 
bequest  of  our  deceased  father. 

44  Yours,  very  respectfully, 

Percival  Roberts, 
Acting  Executor .” 
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The  bequest  was  gratefully  accepted,  and  directed  to  be  used 
as  the  Cope  and  Morton  funds. 

Our  Library,  with  its  far-reaching  and  ever-extending  influence 
upon  the  tastes  and  habits  of  people  of  all  classes,  is  beginning 
at  last,  it  seems,  to  secure  proper  recognition  from  wealthy  and 
philanthropic  citizens,  as  a  powerful  instrument  for  good.
